Continuation of 2. NOTE: First, claim 29 is still dependent on a canceled claim (claim 21 is canceled). Applicant said they made changes 
in the remarks but did not change the actual claim. As a result, the 1 12-second paragraph rejection is not removed. Second, the new 
amendment creates further reconsideration. In particular, applicant attempts to eliminate the special case of one destination address 
since previously claims 28 and 34 recited one or more destination addresses and now recite a plurality of destination addresses 
eliminating the special case of one destination address. Specifically, prosecution is closed and the examiner disagrees with applicant 
interpretation of Nadeau at column 9, lines 17-67 which teaches a plurality of destination addresses. Applicant is encouraged to file a 
continuation to reopen prosecution and further argue applicant's main point with respect to a plurality of destination addresses. 
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
